Afu-r Jrelaud in 


rank, as designated by ratio nC ciiroilment 
to entire population, came Prussia, Eng- 
Jand, Canada, .Scotland, BelgMim, i'rancc, 
Austria, Jiolland and fullowing those, but 
at a distance, Switzerland; still farther 
back Spain, Italy, Mexico, the South and 
Coutral Americas, Russia and Turkey. 
The greaieHO stride forward was shown 
during the last -0 years in Kngland, 
which, only in th'.s generation, has nn- 
joyed really free schools. It ia to bo ob- 
served th.it nearly every country lias a 
compulsory school law now on its hooks, 
but in none is the law enforced rigorously. 


Certain fuels about the schools of tho 


Linked States aru highly significant. Tho 
figures uro for.tho year ending Nov. HO, 
IslKJ. 
In ono year the enrollment in thu 


public schools increased nearly 2 per cent, 
whilo thn average attendance increased 
nearly 3}^ per cent. There has lieon a 
gradual improvement in tho per cent of at- 
tendani'u on enrollment, so that it also is 
tin: most favorable among countries afc tho 
prt'Hi'nt time. There ajx> now in tho United 
States 4G1 colleges ii^id universities, of 
whiuh 310 are coeducational, an increase 
in this respect of II per ccnfc in two years, 
an increase from nothing to 7ii per cent in 
a quarter century. The latest addition to 
tho higher group is tho Catholiouniversity 
at Washington, women now being admit- 
ted to its literary department. Purhaps, 
however, the classification is properly un- 
der co-ordiuate education as discriminated 
from coeducation. 


Tho upward trend of popular education 


in the United States is ono of tho most im- 
pressivo and assuring signs of tho ngo. 
While other countries count thoir slower 
progress by a decrease in the number of 
persons who sign thoir names w-ith a cross, 
increase of intelligence is noted In tho 
United States by percentages of attend- 
ance upon enrollment ami of enrollment 
upon population. Thero is also to bo noted 
that, whilo in Groat I3ritain and Ireland, 
where today, ncjct to tho United States, 
thu popular education movement is most; 
rifo, accommodations for pupils exceed at- 
tendance, in parts of the United States it 
has been found impossible, to provide ac- 
commodations rapidly enough to keep pace 
with tho increase in children seeking edu- 
cation. 
Thero is recorded u remarkable 


growth of lato years in tho United States 
in favor of broadening primary education, 
so as to add manual to literary instruc- 
tion, thereby vastly benefiting thu children 
of tho great working mass of tho people. 
Increase of kindergartens, public and pri- 
vate, is another of the pleasing education- 
al facts of the time in tho United States. 


Ono factor in promoting and securing 


this fortunatu and favorable condition of 
the youth of tho country stands out mos 
cousplouous. Ic is that since 1SSO up to 
tho summarizing of tho statistics just pre- 
sented by tho bureau of education, tho 
period most vigorous and effectual in this 
phenomenal 
educational 
advance, 
tho 


number of women tuachers increased 70 
per cent. 


Percentage of popular illitei'acy is high- 


est in tho countries in wliich thu woman 
teacher is unknown or is restricted to thu 
lowest grades of elementary teaching.—

"mo Hearing on the" '^districting act 


was resumed this morning at 11 o'clock in 
the Supreme court at Boston. 


Prentls Webster continued his opening 


address to the court. . 


Ho presented the resolution providing 


for the extension of Appleton street, from 
Gorham to Central, passed by tho city 
council in 1873, with another resolution 
to widen Central street passed in 1S43. 


This proved that Central street ran 


along back Central and not along Gorham 
street. 


The court said that one question was 


whether the area bounded by Gorham, 
Central and Jiew Appleton was included 
in two wards and another question was 
whether the act should take effect In 1895 
or in 1890. 


Mr. Qua amended his answer so as to 


deny that the first convention had finally 
adjourned before the errors were discov- 
ered. 


Mr. Webster raised another point to the 


effect that the state election precinct of- 
ficers were appointed to serve for a year 
and now for the city election another set 
of precinct officers are chosen to aerva for 
one year. 


This is not according to law. 
Furthermore tho act relative to the re- 


districting of the.. city of Lowell did not 
repeal the act providing for the general 
redistrictlng of the cities of tho state pre- 
viously passed. 


Mr. Qua stated his points to the court 


which were mainly a denial of those of- 
fered by the petitioners. 


He said they denied that the area In 


question was placed in two wards at the 
same time, and hold that it ia in Ward 
one. 


Mr. Webster claims that under the law, 


the lint of voters!shou!d have been taken 
from May 1 for the purpose of redistrict- 
lng. Mr. Qua admitted that slight errors 
had been made, but that they were cor- 
rected afterwards. 


There were over a dozen witnesses on 


the republican aide and many of them 
were examined. 


Major Stott was examined as to the 


name and the lines of new Appleton 
street. 


Sheriff Cashing said he had lived 22 


years in Lowell and always heard the ex- 
tension of Appleton street called New Ap- 
pleton street. 


C. II. Coburn gave similar testimony. 


Alderman 
Tryder, Dr. 
Downs Coun- 


cilman Hunton and Girard P. Dadman 
were also examined and after Mr. Burke'a 
cross-examination they found they did 
not know nearly as much as they supposed 
about the reilistricting bill. 


F. W. S. Dally, James Stuart Murphy, 


Edward Conant and Mr. Tabor were also 
^present. 


Messrs. Webster and Burke hava estab- 


lished so many points against the act and 
the mode of procedure under it and have 
been met by such a weak defense that 
they are confident that if tba act be not 
declared null and void it, will at least be 
held inoperative till next year. 


Thu democrats are hopeful that the 


"gerrymander" will be over-ruled bv the 
court.

Quite a furore was caused in local busi- 


ness circles yesterday by the- announce- 
ment that Stephen B. Puffer and his 
brother Freeman W. had filed petitions in 
insolvency. 


THE Sux yesterday gave the first news 


of the failure. 


Vague rumors were afloat many of them 


to the effect that local banks would suffer 
heavily but no Lowell banks would be 
affected. 


The fact is that Stephen B. Puffer en- 


dorsed his brother's paper very largely and 
when called upon to meet a $10,500 note 
ho had endorsed he found he could not 
do so and was obliged to take the only al- 
ternative. 


Every national bank except two in 


Lowell holds Stephen B. Puffer's paper. 
Three banka had $50,000 worth of it 
apiece. 
They were clamorous for their 


money, it is understood, ani helped push 
the Puffers into insolvency. 


One of the banka that holds the paper 


is the First National of which S. B. 
Puffer is a director. It is understood that 
all the banks are secured with shares of. 
Lowei! and Suburban R. E. Stock. 
The 


Traders' and Bailroad banks hold none of 
the-paper. 


Stephen B. Puffer besides "being a d irec- 


tor iu the First National bank, is a direc- 
tor of tLe L. & S. S. H. E., and a sinking 
fund commissioner. 
He is also -treas- 


urer of the Criterion Knitting Company. 


It is thought that none of tha cor- 


porations with, which he is connected will 
suffer. 


His liabilities exceed 5100,000 and those 


of his brother are nearly as nrach, as far 
as can be learned. 


Both men held heavy equities in Min- 


neapolis residential estate. This property 
was good holding, once, but with high 
taies and depreciated value it has sunk to 
an almost ruinous figure. This deprecia- 
tion has hurt both men financially.
